The proceedings in the Criminal Court 
during the past week have demonstrated 
that it is an easy matter to enforce the State 
law against gambling whenever the city au- 
thorities lend their aid in the coilection of 
evidence. There is no popular sympathy 
with gamblers to come to their rescue in 
time of trial. This became evident from the 
fact that the first case was tried before ajury, 
which brought in a verdict of guilty within 
fifteen minutes after the case was given to 
them. it was so clear to the gamblers’ attor- 
neys that there is no chaffce to evade the law. 
when the cases are once brought into court 
with sufficient evidence, that they consented 
to try the remainder of the cases before the 


and passed sentence in every instance when 
the evidence warranted such a result. Of 
course motions were entered for new trials, 
but they will be denied; and, of course, there 
will be appeals, but the verdicts will be sus- 
tained by the bigher courts, and the gambiers 
must pay their fines sooner or later. 
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Under this law the penitentiary isa 
ing every gambler who has been convi 


ot a first offense and thereafter continues

ready secured show that second convictions 
may be easily obtained by determination and 
vigilance, 

Mayor Harrison now has it in bis power to 
suppress gambling in this city. Let him an- 
nounce publicly, and serve special notice on 
every gambler who has been or may be con- 
victed for the first time, that the police shall 
collect evidence for a second conviction 
against every man who resumes the busi- 
ness, and it is safe to say that common Kam- 
ing-houses may thereby be suppressed. lt may 
become necessary to press one or two cases 
toa second conviction, and to send one or 
two gamblers to the County Jail, as an ear- 
nest of the Mayor’s determination; and that 
ean be done when any of the convicted gam- 
blors return to their practice. After that the 
Chicago gamblers will either quit the city or 
seck some other occupation. They are not 
the kind of men, as a rule, to risk a term in 
the penitentiary in order to run faro or rou- 
let tables. 

Other cases remain untried which should 
be pressed to conviction in order every 
gumbler in this city may be under the ban 
and subject te imprisonment for a second of- 
fense. It is said that a large number of 
those originally indicted have not yet been 
arrested. The blame for this negligence 
rests upon the Sheriff’s office, and if every 
man within reach shall not be brought in 
and put under bail within the next few days 
Sheriff Mann wilt be called toaccount by the 
public. The Court, the State’s-Attorney, and 
the Police Departinent which furnished the 
evidence, have all shown thus far a dis- 
position to do their duty, and the Sheriff 
will not be permitted, eimer directly 
or through his deputies, to show any 
favoritism. Every gambler who has been 
properly indicted must be convicted. After 
that the suppression of public gambling 
wiil depend solely upon Mayor Harrison. 
Every policeman in the dowa-town force 
knowg how to collect the necessary evidence 
against gambime iu active operation, and it 
only needs the Mayor’s positive order to do 
so, under penalty of dismissal, to procure the 
material for future indictments and convic 
tions in all cases where gambling shall be re- 
sumed.

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an KNIGHTS OF LABOR AND THE 
GROGBAOPS. * 

Tuer TriIspune of Friday published a state- 
ment touching the character of the organi- 
zation Known as the “ Knights of Labor,“ 
and also some details of the ends sought to 
be obtained by the qrganization ana the 
means to be adopted for that purpose. 

The “Knight” in charge of the organiza- 
tion in this city further informed our re- 
porter: 

The order is growing very fast bere among al) 
trades and ail nawonalities. We embrace all 
branches uf labor, and, as a rule, take in each 
union a8 a separate assembly. We seek first of 
ali to avoid the necessity of strikes by substi- 
tuting arbitration. We dave not been conce 
in strikes, and will doali that is possible to avoid 
them. Of course, if laborers, members of our 
organization. are imposed upon. and their em- 
ployers will not redress their grievances, a strike 
may result; but the Knights ot Labor are not at 
the bottom of such movements. We look upon 
arbitration and codperation as furnishing the 
best remedies for the evils which afflict the la- 
boring class. 


The object of membership is more specific- 
ally stated in the following terms: 

Our objects are to educate and organize labor. 
Every man wbo works for his living, whetber 
with bis bands or his brain, is eligibie to mem- 
bership. We debar docwrs, lawyers, speci- 
lators, members of corporaGons, and dealers in 
whisky from membership. The prohibition 
against physicians dates back to the time when

We consider the rumseller as the creat baue 
of the workingman, and no person in par wey 
interested in the manufacture or sale of whisky 
can become a member, As to the lawyers, you 
know how they live; like the speculators, they 
are non- producers. Any man who produces 
something can come in, whether be be a com- 
mon laborer, a skilled mechanic, or a worker 
with the pea. Reporters are elizibie; they work 
bard enuugnh. 

The greatest of all improvements, how- 
ever, is the separation of the labor interest 
from that of the liquor interests. In fact, all 
labor organizations and societies, and even 
tradée-unions, have been run more or less 
as appendages to the saioons, and strikes 
have always proved rich harvests to grog- 
shop keepers, who have spread their lunches 
and kept open houses, and encouraged all 
men on a strike so long as the unfortunate 
victims have had a dollar to spend at the bar. 

As our informant states, the sale of whisky 
has always been the great bane of the work- 
ingman. The groggreries as a general thing 
are maintained by the wages class.’ The bars 
of three-quarters of the dramshops would 
be closed were it not for the wages of work- 
men paid over the counter for the vile 
poisons which afford the vendors a profit 
of three dollars out of every four received. 
To understand how extravagantly thes? 
dens absorb the wages of workmen it is only 
necessary to point out the profits. A gallon 
of whisky, for which the saloonkeeper pays 
$2, he retails for $6. That is, the working- 
men pay $6 of their wages over the counter 
of a saloon for a quantity of liquor for which 
the saloonkeeper pays the distiller only 82. 
The protits on beer are equally great. Is it 
any wonder that in a city where there are 
50,000 wage-workers there are 3,700 saloons, 
giving whisky for wages at a profit of 200 
per cent? No other trade or profession prac- 
ticed in thiscity offers such speedy and enor- 
mous returns for so easy and worthless a 
life as that of keeping grogshops for the re- 
ceipt of workmen’s wages. in return for 
the earnings of his labor the werkman’s 
body is poisoned, his brain weakened, and 
his capacity for labor reduced and 
destroyed; there, under the pretense 
of receiving a stimulant that will 
renew his vigor, he is given the vilest 
adulterations and decoctions of whisky, 
which, repeated, destroy the nerves and re- 
duce the continued drinker to imbecility and 
paralysis. There is no greater crime against 
society than the sale of the villainous com- 
pounds which are dealt ont at city grog- 
shops under the guise of whisky. To all 
these shops, unfortunately, too many work- 
men wend their way nightafter night to spend 
their hard earnings: The “Knights of La- 
bor,“ in trying tu separate their organizations 
from whisky influences, may do much toele- 
vate their membership and to educate their 
men to higher and more intelligent corisider- 
ation and action on questions affecting their 


| elass of workingmen. If the Kmghts of 


Labor accomplish no more than effectually 
separating their members and their fellow- 
workmen from the sale of liquor and the ha- 
bitual pationage of dramshops, they will ac- 
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The scheme ot nal apportion- 
ment of the State prepared by the Repubiic- 
an committee is an admirable one outside of 
Cook, but in this great county two districts 
have been botched, The country members 
have grouped theit counties together in a 
most skillful manner. The Republican poll- 
ticians everywhere are well satisfied, and the 
Democrats have no just cause for complaint. 
Two or three Republican distriets have been 
strengthened a little by separating Demo- 
cratic counties from them and placing such 
counties in Democratic districts, where they 
naturally belong. The Alton district is the 
anly “doubtful” one im the State, and the re- 
sult there will chiefly turn on the personal 
popularity of the candidates. Bill Morrison 
will go back to Congress if he is more popu- 
lar than any candidate the Republicans can 
run against him. If he is not, then he will 
be left at home. People will say of that die- 
trict as sports do of prize-fightersin the ring: 
Let there be fair play and may tne best man 
win.” 

When we turn to Cook County it is seen 
that the two West Side districts have been 
botened. For some dishonest and bummer 
reason 50,000 more population has been 
thrown into one than in the other. The 
Eighth Ward has been torn in two to pro- 
duce this remarkable inequality. Look at 
the result of this utterly unjust mutilation: 
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12. 185,968 
This Second District only cast 18,264 votes 
at the last Presidential election, when a full 
vote was polled, while thé proposed Third Dis- 
trict cast 30,306 votes. The whole voteof the 
Second was less than the Republican vote 
alone of the Third. The vote of the Second 
is but little more than half as much as the 
Third. In population the Second falls fifty 
thousand short of the Third. The schemers 
who have gotten up this disreputable job of 
gerrymanding against their own party dare 
not publicly avow their motives or purposes. 
By restoring the dislocated part of the 
Eighth Ward to the Second District we then 
have two districts which will compare in 
votes and population as follows:

By thus placing all of the Eighth Wara in 

the Second, the two West Side districts will 

have almost exactly equal population, al 
though the Third District will be the largest 
in votes by more than three thousand. 
Republicatis will naturally ask, What is at 

the bottom of this extraordinary division of 
territory ? What purpose is to be served 
by iucorporating two-thirds of the powerful 
Demoeratic Eighth Ward with the Third 
District—throwing 1.500 of the Democratic 
majority of the Bridgeport district into the 
Third District, and swelling its population 
50,000 beyond that of the Second District? Is 
it for the purpose of rendering it doubtful 
in the off-years, or of controlling its piima- 
ries and conventions in the interest of some 
particular candidate? Dishonest tricks do 
not prosper; they fail to pan out as their in- 
ventors anticipate. Honesty is the best 
policy. Itis the duty of the country mem- 
bers to rectify this worse than a blunder—a 
crime against right-doing, a dishonest 
scheme of bummerism which may cost Re- 
publicans next fall a member of Congress. 


SUBTERRANEAN TELEGRAPEHY. 

The question of placing all telegraph lines 
in New York City underground is being agi- 
tated, and the practicability of the scheme is 
under investigation by a committee of the 
Senate. Ata recent session of this commit- 
tee some very interesting testimony was 
taken, the witnesses being experts. ‘The 
first called was Mr. Edison, who considered 
it perfectly feasible; both from a Scientific 
and commerelal point of view, to lay and 
work the wires underground. He claimed 
that battery power was more perfect under- 
ground than in the air svstem, and that the 
massing of the wires underground would 
not increase induction if metallic circuits 
were used. In his view, the question was 
simply one of expense. 

Mr. David Brooks, an electrician, who has 
laid telegraph cables in Europe, and is now 
laying underground cables for the Western 
Union between Jersey City and Newark, 
was quite as positive as Mr. Edison that the 
scheme was practicable. In the course of 
his testimony Mr. Brooks spoke of the 
methods in use in London and Paris. In 
the former city most of the railways come in 
on a continuous wall, and the wires are 
placed on the side of the wail, and from the 
railway stations are carried underground to 
the central station in the city. The tele- 
phone wires are usually on the house-tops, 
but some are rup ip the gas and water ways. 
In Paris the sewers are utilized. Mr. Brooks 
says: “ The sewers are arched and are about 
ten feet high in the centre. There are open- 
ings at every street corner to admit water. 
Tue are large enough for a man to creep 
through, and through them the telegraph 
connections are made with the houses, the 
wires being laid in lead pipes. The main 
wires in the sewers are also incased in lead 
pipe.“ In those parts of Paris where there 
are no sewers wires are strung overhead, 
but in the best sections no wires are to be 
seen. In Antwerp, Bruges, Berlin, and Vi- 
enna there are no wires overhead. The un- 
derazround cable is used, and in every case 
with success. 

Several other witnesses, among them the 
Superintendent of Construction of the 
Western Union, contended that wires were 
better underground than overhead. Other 
witnesses maintained that it was not practi- 
cable, but their testimony would hardly carry 
much weight with it, as many of them 
were interested in patents that would be dis- 
turbed by the underground cable system. 
One of the most important witnesses was 
Mr. George D. Infreyille, the electrician of 
the Western Union Company. While his ev- 
idence was not positive against the under- 
ground system, he péinted oat some of the 
obstacles in its way, such as the enormous 
expense, the years it would take to make the 
change, the difficulty of finding the cause of 
any trouble with the underground wires, and 
the accidents arising from crossed wires, and 
defective insulation. At the same time, the 
witness declared that the company was not 
opposed to the unde und plan if it could 
be proved to be feasible in every way, and 
was watching the experiment between Jer- 
sey City and Newark with much interest. If 
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The readers of Tun Tureune will bear 
witness to the repeated efforts made in this 
paper to direct the attention of the police and 
of the criminal authorities to an agency of 
crime more successful and remunerative 
than all others, but which bids defiance to 
all branches of the law. We mean that class 
of establishments which carry on nominally 
the business of pawnbrokers, junk-shops, 
and second-hand dealers. In his recent ad- 
dress in this city on prison-reform Maj. Me- 
Claughrey, Warden of the Lilinois Peniten- 
tiary, after speaking of various modes by 
which young people are brought into crime, 
thus spoke of the pawnbrokers and junk- 
shops of this city: 


The speaker went on to describe the pawn- 
broker, or“ fence,” where the stolen goods were 
them as

of the worst class, the men who lead others into 
orime, Woo are the direct tore of many 
crimes, and without w the burgiar'’s occu- 


pation would be 22 y were the hardest 
to deal with and bardest to convict. A cer 
tain omtorious * fence” (Friedberg) bad been 
convicted and sent to the penitentiary after 
three years of legal quibiting. He had 
gotinto the penitentiary before de began to 
corrupt a keeper, and he succeeded well enough 
to have the keeper discharge’. Ia view of these 
fucts and the notorious fact that it is almost im- 
possible to convicta “fence.” and that these 
norma! schools of crime exist under the very 
eyes of the police, it is strange that any one can 
deny the vecessity for immediate and thorough 
revision of the criminal code. 


There are perhaps from sixty to eighty of 
these criminal schools in this city, all in full 
operation, and each with a large class of 
scholars, male and female, and of all ages, 
from’ the chid of 8 years old upwards. 
The most of them receive stolen goods open- 
lyand publicly, without any disguise or 
secrecy. They have open doors by day and 
by night. There is nothing stolen too great or 
too small for them to buy; from the cast-off 
garment to a wagon-load of dry goods; from 
brass or copper castings to a trayful of jewel- 
ry; from the child’s straw hat to a load of 
clothing. They have the capacity, moral and 
pecuniary, to buy anything that is offered, 
the condition being that the article is so evi- 
dently and notoriously stolen that the thief 
offering to sell it is compelled to take the pit- 
tance which the receiver is willing to pay 
for it. 

Burglars and thieves. when on an expedi- 
tign to rob one or more cities or towns, fre- 
quéatly negotiate beforehand with these re- 
e rs. whereby all they steal during their 
raid shall be delivered to these men, who in re- 
turn promise to pay the thieves an agreed per- 
centage on the value of the booty. But asa 
general thing the thieves do not obtain from 
their receivers more than 15 to 20, but often 
not more than 10, per cent of the value of the 
plunder. The thieves find no trouble in ne- 
gotiating the sales. Proceeds of shoplifting, 
even stocks of goods in wholesale stores, are 
frequeutly contracted for delivery long in 
advance of their being stolen. Car-loads of 
merchandise, especially bouts and shoes, fine 
leathers, silks, and clothing, are sold on track 
for delivery to these receivers. Men in vari- 
ous wholesale establishments, especially in 
metal warehouses and in factories, are under 
regular contracts for delivery to these re- 
ceivers of goods-belonging to their employ- 
ers, and these thieves once committed are 
under compulsion to go on with the steal- 


ing. 
Bellboys and servants in hotels steal from 


in the pawn-shops, receiving, perhaps, one- 
tenth of the value of their goods. The 
editor of the Chicago Times lost two over- 
coats out of his house the other day, and the 
police found them in a pawnshop, where 
they had been sold fora few dollars. This is 
only one case of thousands, 

It is unnecessary to add that the business 
transacted by these receivers is immense, 
and that the “ guild” of thieves engaged In 
receiving stolen goods in this city is enor- 
mously wealthy. Considering the fact that 
tous of stolen goods are delivered weekly into 
these dens K crime, and that at least 200 
thieves deliver stolen property every day at 
these establishments, and that the police 
know these people to be receivers, know them 
to have no customers other than thieves, 
and know that these establishments are but 
schools to educate criminals, the grand 
juries which meet in this county ten times a 
year, rarely, and not exceeding once a year, 
indict a receiver of stolen goods. If a com- 
plaint is made, that complaint hardly ever 
reaches the grand jury, and there, as an inva- 
riable rule, the investigation terminates. 
There have been instances where a receiver 
of stolen property has been indicted, but in 
such a case a trial is next to an impossibil- 
ity. The fraternity rush to the rescue. The 
most “illustrious” men, even men of an 
eminence that might adorn a National Cab- 
inet, are found pettifogging in the Criminal 
Court term after term, seeking to defeat jus- 
tice in the case of indicted receivers of stolen 
goods. There is no class of criminals so 
well supplied with money. They stand by 
each other, because ail are alike professional! 
criminals. It is not extravagant to say that 
a well-established receiver of stolen goods 
can command $50,000 if necessary to 
delay and ultimately defeat a convic- 
tion for that offense under the laws 
of Lilinois. The indictment of one of these 
infamous men would prove a harvest to 
those distinguished criminai la wyers who 
are now at Springfield resolutely opposing 
any reform of the criminal code on the ground 
that the object of alllaw is to prevent con- 
viction of crime. It has become an accepted 
truth in the administration of criminal law 
in this district that no criminal can be con- 
victed and punished so long as he has a dollar 
left with willch he can purchase legal luter- 
ference in his behalf. There are now eighty 
notorious éstablishments tor the receipt of 
stolen goods, and the. entire Government of 
the State, city, and county can not produce 
evidence enough to warrant the indictment 
of auy of these men, who, as Maj. McClaugh- 
rey says, maintain normal schools of crime 
in this city.” 

Justice requires that it be further stated 
that the keepers ef these éstablishments all 
take an active part in polities. They are not 
personally candidates at elections; they are 
too busy to be delegates to nominating con 
ventions ; but they aid in the election ot dele- 
gates, and they aid in the election ot 
“friends”? who are candidates. They have 
money. They do not hesitate to spend $5,000 
or $10,000 to elect a friend to the Board of 
Aldermen, nor is it difficult to raise from the 
guild amuch larger sum to elect a Mayor 
who has a kindly feeling for the poor people 
who are trying to make a living by “ buying 
petty goods from the unfortunate people 
who are compelled to sell a few

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MONEY ORDERS FOR SMALL SUMS. 

The Post-Office Committee in the National 
House of Representatives has at last agreed 
upon a bill providing for the transmission of 
money through the mails by order for 
sums less than $5, which is now the low- 
est limit, and as high as $100, though no 
orders exceeding $50 are issued under the 
present law. Astight reduction is also made 
im the charge for money-orders, and, though 
it is probable that the Post-Office Department 
can afford to do the business at a still lower 
rate, the change in rates is a step in the right 
direction. 

The most important feature of this new 
billis the proposition to issue orders for 
sums less than $5. When the postal cur- 
rency was retired to make room for silver 
the public lost the only means at its com- 
mand to send small sums of money through 
the mailfrom one point to another. Post 
age-stamps have proved to be an annoying 
substitute, and many kinds of business which 
receive small payments from other places 
have suffered both loss and incouvenience 
from the absence of cheap facilities for their 
transmission. The scheme for a postal 
money card was projected as much as a year 
ago, but Congress has not reached it till 
now. It provides for the payment of 
any sum under $5, and a charge of four 
cents is to be made for the service 
The order is made payable to bear- 
er at some particular office, which 
avoids the necessity for duplication and iden- 
tification necessary for the larger orders. 
There was very small loss from theft when 
it was the practice to send postal-currency 
through the mails, and there will be still less 
loss in the proposed system, for the procure- 
‘ment of the money on a stolen order will be 
attended with more difficulty and risk than 
if the money itself were to be abstracted 
from a stolen letter. It will not be possible 
to collect on the order any larger sum than 
was paid for it, as the card is to be punched 
on the margin, which has figures showing 
the various amounts in dollars, dimes, and 
cents which can be transmitted. a 

There is no reason to doubt the practical 
working of the proposed money-card system. 
Very little trouble or delay will attend the 
sending or the collecting of the money, and 
losses from theft will be so rare that there 
will be almost no risk whatever in sending 
small sums in this way. The system will be 
of great service to newspapers afd other 
pubiications which take subscriptions in 
small; sums and nearly all retail businesses 
whieh have a patronage in other localities, 
as well as the working people who send 
small sums of money to homes located at a 
distance from their work, will share the 
benefit of the service,

AMUSEMENTS. 


The First Concert of the Ohicage Phil- 
harmonte Society. 

“The new musical organization known ag the 
Chicago Philharmonie Society gave its first con- 
cert at Central Music- Hall last night. The audi- 
ence was a good one, although not as large as 
the excellent program warranted, and we vent- 
ure the preciction that if this organization 
keeps on as well as it has begun it will never 
again play before so compuratively small an as- 
sembly. Its ebjeot is one that &ppeais with es- 
pecial force to music-lovers in this city, 
and while it it is unfortunately true that 
many of those who are the loudest in their pro- 
fessions of love and admiration for god music 
really give it the least encouragement and 
practical support. still we believe there are more 
than enough musical people in this city to main- 
tain just such an ormanizacon as tne Philbar- 


monie Society proposes to furnish. The concert 


last night was a suctess—a much greater one 
than was unticipated. The crowded condition 
ot our columns precludes the possibility of 
making anything more than a very brief 
notice of what was really a very 
enjoyable affair. Of the soloists but 
little need be said. Mme. Urso is universally 
ack nowledgea to be the first of lady violinists 
as well as among the first of living artists. That 
she played well is a matter of course. Her iu- 
terpretation of the Mendelssohn violin concerto 
in E minor was thorougbly satisfactory, and her 
performance of the difficult figures of the finale 
calls for bigh praise. Her tone is remarkabie 
for its purity, and sbe bas mastered all techni- 
cal difficulties. Mme. Schoonhoven might bave 
selected a more acceptable, number than the 
aria from Don Carlos,“ to which, bowever, her 
full.. rich voice did ample justice. Her 
lower notes are the least satis- 
factory. Of - the orchestral work, the 
overture to Fingal’s Cave was admirably ren- 
dered. Mr. Liesegang interpreting the com- 
puser’s thought with commendable fidelity and 
having his forces well in hand and under excel- 
lent. control. The reading of the Beetboven 
sympbony was in the main clear and intellizibie. 
The second movement was, however, permitted 
to drag in a most unwarrantabie manner and the 
poco andante, interrupting the allegro movement 
in the Anale, was far from evenly rendered, the 
strings not working well with the other 
instruments in the pianissimo passages. 
The first, third, and fourth movements 
were well rendered, with good sbading 
and marked ueity of action. The 
weakness of the orchestra so far appears to be 
most marked in de brasses and in pianissimo 
effects. Mr. Liesegang is certainly to be con- 
gratulated on the good work he bas already 
done. ‘There is no reason why che Coicago Pbil- 
harmonie should not ultimately rank with that 
of ower cities.

Capt. William H. Pugh Murdered 


by a Milwaukee Gam- 
bler. 


The Victim One ef the Best-Kaown 
Vessel Captains on the 
Lakes. 


The Dastard!y Deed Wholly Unprovoked 
and Unjustifiable. 


Threats of Lynching- Made—The Sheriff Calls on 
the Governor for Military. 


Full Particulars of the Murder of Capt. 
Willlam H. Pugh at Racine by a un- 


waukee Gambier.

Racine, Wis., April 15.—The whole city of Ra- 
eine is on tip-toe toaight regarding the murder 
of Capt. Wijliam Hl. Pugb, a much-respected 
citizen of this city, by Hardy Clifford, a. notori- 
ous gambier of Milwaukee. There was a walk- 
ing-matech at Belle City Hall last night, and 
betting was rifeon the result. The match was 
between Frank Higgie, of this city, and Joho 
Dammers, of Chicago, being tifteen miles for 650 
a side. Higgie won. Hardy Clifurd bet on 
Dammers, and Capt. Pugh on Higgie. Ed Simp- 
son, of Milwaukee, deid the stakes. 
After the match, Higgie winning, Capt. 
Pugh demanded the money won. Simpson 
said Clifford was not satistied, and would not 
give up the money. He told Capt. Pugh to 0 
up to the hotel office and get Clifford to come 
down and say it was all right and he would pay 
the money. They were in the Higgins House 
barroom at this time. Capt. Pugh weut up to 
the office and told Clifford to come duwn. Clif- 
ford said he would pot, as be was going to bed. 
Capt. Pugh sad: Yea, you will, now. Come 
down and bave this thing settled.“ and he took 
him by the coat-collar and endeavored to get 
him to go cown. Both of the men were under 
the influence of liquor. Olifford resisted the 
efforts, and Arthur Gressing, a bartender, 
stepped between the and said: “Captain, you 
go down, and I'll get him to come.“ The Captain 
had Clifford by the coat-collar, and Clifford 
pulled a 44-calibre seif-cocking revolver and 
began firing. The hotel-office, which contained 
a number of traveling-mep and guests, was 
lively. The traveling-men got under tables and 
elsewhere out of danger. The first two 
shots struck the floor while the Captain was 
on the stairway. The third shot struck 
the Captain on the left side between the tenth 
and eleventh ribs, and passed around the 
cartilage, lodging at the crest of the right hip. 
The fourth shot passed downward and backward 
in the centre of the abdomen. Either shot was 
fatal. The Captain waiked down-staire ane 
said, I've got R.“ He was carried dome and 
died thie murning at exuctiy five — 
fore 12. He made alfiduvits of the case, say 
it was uoprovoked and uncalled for, and 
he had o friendly with the murderer till 
the occurrence. He gave it as a cold- 
blooded murder, ard said to friend: 
“It is bard to die, shot down by adog,” The 
Captain had grown @p from childbood in this 
city. and was 46 yevrs of age. He was beloved 
by all that knew him, and therefore the cruwded 
cond.tion of the streets at this late hour expect- 
ing that Cliffurd will be iynched p not ugexpect- 
ed. The deceased was captain of the schooner 
Kainbow, and wasao old sailor. He was — eee — 
nearly 850.000.

The Tragedy as First Reported from 
Racine. 
Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune. 

Racine, Wis., April 15.—This. city has been 
wild with excitement all day over the killing of 
Capt. William H. Pugh, the master of the 
schooner Rainbow, last night by Hardy Clifford. 
a Milwaukee gambler and rough. Clifford at- 
tended the Racine waiking-match last night 
and made a det with Pugh relative to 
the outcome of the race. Clifford lost and 
Pugh demanded the money of the 
stakeholder. This the angry gam- 
bler refused to comply with for some 
reason, and then ensued a wordy altercation, 
when Clifford drew his revolver and shot Pugb 
four times in the stomach and abdomen. This 
was shortly after middight. The wounded man 
fell to the floor and assistance was immediately 
given him. He was removed to a cot, but ali 
surgical efforts proved unavailing. and he died 
this forenoon. Clifford was immediately ar- 
rested and landed in jail. He telegraphed to 
friends at Milwaukee, and his partner, Lou 
Henry, immediately left for the sene of 
the difficulty. Henry arrived this morning. 
but left again on the next train, fearing 
personal violence if he remained. Oharies 
Wicks, a young attorney of Milwaukee, was 
also summoned, but he also returned un the first 
train, baving been warned by the excited sailors 
to get out of town at once. Wicks left town 
sutisfied that Clifford would be lynched before 
morning. Capt. Pugh had bet on Higgie 
cine’s favorit pedestrian, the amount of the 
stakes having been $175. After the affair had 
been decided, ana Clifford had refused 
to let Pugh take the money, the 
latter invited the young gambier to take 
adrink with him. This invitation was refused, 
and Ciifford, ia a fit of rage, without the slight- 
est provocation, drew his revolver and be 
firing at the Captain. The latter gravbed 
by the throat after two unsuccesstul shuts bad 
been tired, but two more shots were tired before 
the young desperado could be disarmed, and 
Pugh wes shot through the 2 From the 
first there was no bope of his recovering, but he 
lived about ten hours.

A careful examination of the changes made 


‘in revising the New Testament shows that there 


are 18,255 words changed by a substituted ren- 
dering of the received text; 4,654 words added 
in translauon of the received text; 550 words in 
translation of additions in the Greek text; 1,604 
words which transiate an altered Greek text. 
and 222 words taken from tae margin into the 
text; in all, 24,388 words changed out of 179,914, 
or 7 per cent. 


The canouization of the Princess Maria Chris- 
tiana, of Savoy, first wife of King Ferdinand 
IL. of the sicilies, is at present undergomg dis- 
cussion by the Congregation of Rites which met 
on Aprill. The virtues and the authenticity of 
the wonders ascribed to her are to be duly con- 
sidered and weighed. The cost of the process— 
for eveu Canonization is expensive—are to be 
borne by the Empress Maria Auna, the widow of 
the Emperor Ferdinand of Austria, and sister of 
the dead Princess. 


The Freeman’s Journal is very indignant over 
the fact that in some of the Buffalo churches on 
the Sunday after Longfeliow’s death, the regu- 
lar services were omitted, and in their piuce 
were readings from the poems of the deceased 

t. This isa small matter to get mad over. 
“The Psalm of Life” has a more devotional 
ring and a truer Christian spirit than many a 
sermon or evangelical letter. It is notably more 
Christian in toue and more in accordance with 
human rights than the recent fuimination of the 
Catholic Council at Vincinnati. 


Dr. Schaff has contributed an article toward 
the solution of the agreements and disagree- 
ments of the first three Gospeis. He finds that. 
comparing ue Gospels two by two. Matthew and 
Mark are most in common, and Matthew and 
Luke are most divergent. One-half of Mark is 
found in Matthew: one-quarter of Luke is 
found in Matthew: one-third of Mark is found 
in Luke. The general eonclusion from these fig- 
ures is that all these Gospels widely diverge 
from the common matter or triple tradition, 
Mark the least so and Luke the most (almost 
twice as much ag Mark). On the other band, 
both Matthew and Luke are nearer Mark than 
Luke and Matthew are to each other. 


Mr. William G. Molin, of the Pennsylvania 
Hospital, Philadelphia, has presented to the 
Moravian Ohurch of Bethledem his entire col- 
lection, consisting of about 1,200 volumes of 
works reiating to the Moravian Church. It is 
said to be the most complete and valuable tibra- 
ry of this kind in this country, and the only for- 
eign library cf Moravian literature tnat sur- 
passes it is the one in the arvhives of the Church 
at Hernhut, in Saxony. By far the most valu- 
abie part of it consists of antiquarian works, 
which relate to the history of Bohemia and 
Moravia, of John Huss and the Hussites, and of 
the Bohemian and Moravian brethren. Ip the 
deed of ‘gift Mr. Molin has named three Direct- 
ors who are to have charge of the library— 
namely: Bishoo Edmund de Schweinitz, Prot. 
Edwin G. Klose, of the Theological Seminary, 
and Robert Rau, of the Bourd of Trustees of 
the Moravian Church at Bethichem. 


The Rev. A. A. Hodge, iu a review of Dean 
Stanley's Christian Institutions,” says that in 
his work the Dean found uo place for tne in- 
carnation of a Divine person in human nature.

A New Chicago Real- Estate Exchance. 

There is a movement on foot to organize a 
Real-Estate Exchange among the real-estate 
agents on the same plan as the new Chicago. 
Stock Exchange. whicao is having such a success-“ 
ful “ send ot.“ Its memberships, that started at 
$30, have advanced to $600. Itis argued that 
the real-estate agents, numbering some 700 or 
over, and bandling millions of property every 
month, could now form an exchange like the 
Stock Board. The tiaie is now no doubt ripe to 
inaugurate such amovement, and there seems 
no question but that it would be of incalculable 
beneitit to the real-estate trade. It would not be 
necessary to continue the call board or auction 
features of the present exchange, but to bave 
daily meetings for trad similar to the Lumber 
Exchange and others. ere is a great ad- 
vantage in associations of this kind, and an or- 
ganization that gives tone to the whole trade, 
and ali engaged in real estate will no doubt wish 
it to succeed,

Ihave seldom obtruded my sentiments before 
the public, but ia the past, when two or three 
officiais of Chicago attempted to sell the entire 

rty (sec. 16), and did sell 138 blocks 
an $40,000, ieaving four which now 
constitute our school fund, my urgent request 
at that time was, that if the sale must be made 
at that early day (1888) to reserve at least every 
alternate block. 

It would seem to me that our city authorities 
have been exceedingly liberal in bestowing 
franchises upon corporations without sullicient 
discrimination and guarantees, and now as there 
is a proposition to extend one of our principal 
streets (Dearborn), leading south from the heart 
ot the city, I hope the matter will receive due 
considera gon, if it cannot be opened to 
Tweifte street, which it certainly ought, at least 
let it be extended to Taylor street, aud thereby 
serve the substantial future interests of the 
city, and confine railroad corporations within 
more reasonable limits.

The leading produce markets were active Sat 
urday and very irregular in tone. Wheat was 
firm, especially on the tonger futures, with re- 
ports that freight room had been engaged here 
for 150,000 bu, and a better export demand on the 
seaboard. Oorn was depressed a little early, but 
the selling out of arather large line of long 
corn, but reacted and ruled firm, with a good 
shipping demand here and reports of a substan- 
tial advance in Liverpool. Oats followed closely 
the lead of corn. There was less doing in pro- 
visions and the fecling was rather tame, 
though firm towards the close. Our receipts 
of grain were larger, ineluding a lot 
of wheat from Milwausee to appty on the April 
deal bere. Tue April shorts in wheat were fill- 
ing more freely. There was more doing iu the 
shipment of breadstuffs, and flour was active 
and strong. Mess pork closed 24%@5c lower, at 
$18.324,@18.35 for May and $18.624G@15.55 for 
June. Lard closed 3e lower, at $11.224%@11.5 
seller May and $11.474%@11.80 for June. Snort 
ribs closed 2%c higher, at $10.25@10.27% for 
June. Wheat closed e lower, at $1.354@1.36 
for April and $1.29%@1.20% for May. . Corn 
closed & e lower, at 782%@73X%c for April and 77 
Ense for May. Oats closed %c lower on the 
early and steady for tne later deliveries, at 40 
for May, 51% for Jane and 4%c for July. Rye 
closed g better at ue for spot, 864%@8ic for 
May. and Te bid for July. Barley viocsed nom- 
mally nigner for No.8 at Los and unchanged 
for No. 3 at @e. Hogs were active and steady at 
$6.75@7.25 for light and at $6.75@7.65 for heavy. 
Cattle were firm at $3.75@7.85 for poor to extra. 
The receipts for the week were 23,000 cattle, 
100,800 bogs, and 11,000 sheep, against 28,916 cat- 
tle, 63,806 hogs, and 10,917 sheep for the corre- 
sponding week last year. 

Dry goods were again in active request, and 
the market was firm. The demand for boots 
and shocs is falling off, the active season being 
over. Clothing was in fair request, and millinery 
goods were active. In the grocery market there 
were no changes. Trade continues of generous 
proportions, and the tone of the market was 
firm. Sugars, sirups, and rice are still the 
strongest articles in the ust. There was a fair 
movement in domestic and foreign dried fruits, 
and most lines were steadily held. Prunes were 
N ue bigher,. the advance being due to the re- 
ported serious damage to the crop from frost. 
Fish were firm and steady. No changes of im- 
portance were noted in the market for dairy 
products. Fine goods were selling at fully pre- 
vious quotations. There were no price-changes 
in the oli market, though turpentine was less 
firm under freer supplies. Coal, pig-iron, 
leather, and bagging were quoted as before. 

The broom-corn market showed no new feat- 
ure. Green fruits were selling siowiy, more 
especially apples, which are in ample stock for 
the season. Building materials are in active de- 
mand and firm througbout the list at quotanuus. 
Eggs were in liberal supply and range at 12%c 
per doz. Hides, grease, and tallow are inactive 
at the figures given in our price list. Potatoes 
are dull, especially for toreign, which sell slowly 
at 6800900 by the car-lot, while choice bome- 
grown range at $1.10@1.15. Wool was quiet and 
steady. In seeds, flaxseed was firm at $1.35@1.38 
for good merchantable to choice bright. Timothy 
seed was steady at L850 LL. for prime, and 
clover-seed was lower at $4.50@4.55 for prime. 
Hay was weak, owing to the heavy receipts, 
Friday's prices being hardly maintained. Lake 
freights were quite active Saturday, the ruiing 
rate on corn to Buffalo being 20, and on wheat 
2%c. For cord to Sarnia 1%c paid. The aggre- 
gates were 163,000 bu wheat and 205,000 bu corn. 
A vessel was chartered to go to Milwaukee and 
take 25,000 bu rye for Chicago. 

Rail freight were reported steady on the basis 
of 25c per 100 ibs of grain and 500 on provisions 
from Chicago to New York. Through to Liver- 
pool was supposed to be obtainable at 17½ per 
100 ibe of grain. The increasing export move- 
ment made through freights firmer. Carriers 
asked W on grain to Liverpool. 

The receipts of wheat at Chicago, Milwaukee, 
St. Louis, Toledo, and Detroit reported Satur- 
day aggregated 73,000 bu. The shipments from 
the same ports were reported at 73,000 bu. The 
shipments reported from New York, Philadei- 
phia, and Baltimore were 120,000. 

A petition was circulated on "Change Satur- 
day. asking that efficient steps be taken for 
preventing the bucket-shops from obtaining 
Board of Trade quotadons, It was numerously 
signed. 

There was a good deal of talk on Change Sat- 
urday about the proposed plan for the new 
Board of Trade Building. From all that could 
be gathered it seemed that the plans supposed 
to be favored by the committee are not the fa- 
vorits among members. This raised the point 
that the building will be paid for by the mem- 
bers of the board, and therefore they should 
have the right to decide on the plans. There 
certainly aresome features about some of the 
proposed detaiis which may be called ridiculous 
without straining very much the use of that 


word. 

Oue of the most pronounced features in the 
grain situation is the fact that buyers in the 
East and in Europe are becoming more anxious 
as they see that stocks are diminishing. A Fri- 
day night cable from this city offering corn in 
Liverpool at a named price was accepted Sat- 
urday morning, with we request that the quan- 
tity be doubled, and afterwards a bid was made 
at a figure which was equal to lige advance on 
that quotation. It is said that about seven- 
tenths of our shipments of corn during the past

The propused change in the rules of the Board 
of Trade touching coruers is a topic of extensive 
discussion. One change suggested is that the 
word al shall be substituted for any inthe 
clause which would determine the price by ref- 
erence to the next ensuing four months. This 
would improve the rule as it now appears on the 
bulletin-board, but it is a serious question if any 
rule at all would be an improvement upon nune. 
One might as well pass a law to the effect that a 
man shall not be fined as drunk and disorderly 
who bas only taken a dozen glasses, as to legis- 
late guards around & man who per- 
sists in selling what he does not 
own, and then cries if called on to bottle at a 
loss. Atleast it would only be fair to give both 
sides the same rule. Say, thus: “No matter 
what price the buyer hus agreed to give for the 
property, he shall in nu case be obliged to pay 
more than 10 per ceut above the lowest price at 
which he could buy for the next four months.” 
No unprejudicea man will deny that this would 
be equally fair as the rule proposed. No man in 
the trade will deny that such a rule would mean 


good-by to the grain trade. 

A correspondent submits the following for the 
benefitof those who have gone wild on oats: 

In 1881 the weather was much colder in April 
than now, the harvest from two to three weeks 
late; still the reeeipts of new dates in July were 
nearly 400 cars.

The Beneficiaries of the Will Are 
the Oaly Son and the 
Widew. 


On Friday in the Superior Court. before Judge 
Jameson, a bill was filed to set aside the will of 
the late Ephraim Morrison by his two daughters. 
Mrs. Frances Smith and Mrs. Sarah Brooks, of 
Peoria. The bill sets forth that Frances Smita 
and her husband, Levi Smith, and Sarah Brooks 
are residents of the County of Peoria, this State; 
that one Epbraim Morrison, late of Chicago, and 
now deceased, on the 2d of June, 1880, executed 
acertain instrument purporting to be his last 
will and testament, and on the léth of June he 
departed this life, leaving besides the oratrices 
Frances Smith and Sarah Brooks, his daughters, 
Mary Morrison, his widow, and Joho 
W. Morrison, bis son, nis heirs-at-law, 
and legai representatives. Ephraim Morrison by 
this instrument, representing to be his will, pro- 
fessediy bequeathes all his estate, both real and 
personal, as follows: To Mary Morrison, his 
widow, during her natural life, and upon ber 
death to his son, John W. Morrison, in fee, the 
east half of the east half of Lot 2, Block 2, in 
School Section Addition to Chicago, being the 
homestead of tha deceased during his lifetime, 
together with furniture and all the house- 
hold goods of évery description, which personal 
property was by the wilh bequeathed to the 
widow as ber absolute property; that the said 
widow shall have such intere t as she may 
by law dave in the rest and residue 
of the estate; to one Daniel Morrison 
the burial-iot of the deceased in Graceland Cem- 
etery; to Johu William Morrison, bis son, all the 
residue and remainder of the real estate of 
Ephraim Morrison, subject to the payment by 
bim, the said John William Morrison, of all the 
just debts of the deceased; and to all the other 
children, the oratrices Frances Smith and Sarah 
Brooks, nothing whatever, as will more fully ap- 
pear from the instrument produced in court, 
andacopy of which is attached to and made 
part of this bill in chancery. . 

They then go on to turther represent that
